Engines of Question Mark, 
Which Flew 150 Hours, 
in Shape Again After 
Slight Amount of Work. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 9.— 
Invitations from virtually all large 
cities in the United States, urging 
the crew of the Question Mark to 
visit them and bring along their 
famous plane, were received today 
hy the five army flyers who ended 
their record-breaking flight Mon- 
day. , 

Maj. Carl Spatz, commander, re- 
. ferred the invitations to the War 
Department. He already has or- 
ders to fly the plane to San Diego 
this week. After undergoing minor 
‘repairs there, it is to fly to Wash- 
ington, manned by its regular crew. 
it .will be aceompanied by re- 
fueling plane No. 2. The time of 
its departure and the route to be 
taken have not been decided on. 

The five flyers today were in for 
a round of festivities here. They 
will be guests at a banquet tonight. 
Tomorrow night Maj. Spatz and 
his fellow aviators will appear be- 
fore the Los Angeles chapter of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association, 
where the flight commander will 
explain the military aspects of the 
flight. 

Minor Repairs Completed. 

Ming repairs to the three army 
Wright Whirlwind motors that car- 
ried the Question Mark to its 
record of 150 hours and 40 min- 
utes of continuous flight yesterday 
put the big ship in shape to take 
the air again. 

An examination of the motors 
by artuy officers disclosed that they 
were not dead at all and had stood 
up under nearly seven days of 
ceaseless duty with only trivial 
wear that could be overcome by 
quick adjustments. J 

Plans were made for a flight to 
Rockwell Field, San Diego, yester- 
day, Wut it, was finally decided to 
delay the takeoff until probably 
tomorrow to permit a more de- 
tafled exanmiination of the engines 
nnd also allow the crew some much 
needed rest and recreation. 

It was announced that the same 
engines used in the endurance test 
will furnish the power for’ the 
Question Mark on its journey back 
to Washington. 

Parts of Motor Worn. 

Lieut. Ray’ Harris, engineering 
officer, on. dismantling the motors, 
discovered the rocker arm bush- 
ings and rocker arms in the left 
motor were worn, together with 
valve push rods in two cylinders, 
but that otherwise the motors were 
normal. Plugged grease outlets in 
the left motor, cutting off the pres- 
sure fed lubrication to the valves, 
were held responsible for the trou- 
ble which caused the plane to land 
‘Monday. 

Maj. Spatz said that Capt. Ira 
Faker, chief pilot, had cut the 
switch on the left motor when it 
began Missing badly Monday about 
hoon, and later cut the switch on 
the right motor when it gave evi- 
dence of “going bad.” The motors 
did not “quit” but were cut off in- 
tentionally, it was disclosed.

WESTERN UNION WILL SEND 
NIGHT LETTERS TO ENGLAND 


Rate of $3 for 50 Words From St.. 
Louis Will Take Effect ) 
Next Monday. 


The Western Union Telegraph 
Ce, today announced that, begin- 
ning next Monday, its 50-word 
night letter service will be extend- 
éd overseas to its offices in Lon- 
don and the other chief cities of 
the British Isles. The cable hight 
letter will supplement the week- 
end cable letter and the regular ca- 
ble letter, and is 2 cents a word 
cheapér than the latter. The charge 
for 50 words to the British cities 
from St. Louis will be $3. 

A natural result of the change, 
it*is expected, will be to do away 
with the occasion for using codes 
and condensed expressions to the 
extent to which they are now used. 
This will give greater freedom of 
expression, and will save the work 
of coding and decoding. Social mes- 
sages by cable, it is believed, will 
become more frequent. 

The company’s decision, it is ex- 
plained, was made possible by the 
laying of high-speed cables, with 
greatly increased carrying capacity 
and by operating economies.

Putting aside all question of whether or not stock 
was issued at $12.50, we ask the St. Louis Public 


Service Co. to state what was the cost of the com- | 


mon stock to its present holders? The Public Serv- 
ice’s company’s Statement wholly evades that point. 
It has a vague statement that each stockholder paid 
for his stock by cortributing his proportionate own- 
ership in the property, and in addition a cash assess- 
ment to reduce indebtedness against the property. It 
mentions $51 per share as the value attributable to 
the common stock found by the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission. 

The company does not explain how or why the com- 
mission found the value of the common stock. But 
that is wholly irrelevant to the question of its cost. 
The figures show that a return of 7.14 per cent on a 
valuation of $65,344,974, for which the company is 
contending, would give an annual return of $4,665,631. 

To pay its fixed charges, interest on bonds and 
bank loans, and dividends on preferred stock, would 
require $2,319,576. The remainder of $2,346,055 would 
be available to be distributed as dividends, sinking 
fund, reserve or other surplus. It is equivalent to 
6.79 a share on the 343,620 common shares outstand- 
ing. The greater part of this sum would go to the 
credit of the common stockholders. It represents a 
return of 32.23 per cent on the present tharket value 
of $21 a share. 

The whole point of the objection to the Post-Dis- 
patch’s statement is based on the question of the cost 
of the-common shares to the stockholders. Why jug- 
gle with that point? Why conceal the actual cost? 
When the company answers that question the public 
will know what are the earnings of the common stock 
at the present rate and what would be the profit 
at the rate of earning for which the company is con- 
tending.

The 
block for it would be cither to 
side-sitep.or else to stiff-arm the 
tackler’s head, smashing him to 
the canvas, 

“Even if a wrestier brings his 
opponent to the canvas with a 
“flying tackle’ there still re- 
mains the necessity of fastening 
a hold on him that will pin his 
shoulders. 

“As for butting in the abdoincen, 
as Sonnenfeld did, it would re- 
sult first in a warning, then dis- 
qualification after a third repeti- 
tion, in any ring where rules are 
observed.”

EPLYING to a letter trom 

the Post-Dispatch, Mr. Pgul 
Prehn, once a candidate for the 
middleweight mat title and now 
chairman of the -Illinois State 
Athletic Commission and presi- 
dent of the National Boxing As- 
sociation. writes the following 
comment on wrestling: 

“T am enclosing a commission 
rule book on wrestling, as con- 
ducted in Illinois, We instruct 
‘our referees to be very careful in 
reference to fouls. If either con- 
estant commits an _ intentional 
foul. he first is warned then pun- 
ished by suspension. He also 
loses his purse money.” (Fouls 
under the Illinois rules, include 
the following: Strangle hold, 
scratching, gouging, biting, HIT- 
TING, pulling hafr, STRIKING, 
USING KNUCKLES, BUTTING, 
kicking, SHUTTING Orr 
PREATHING by covering mouth 
and nose, etc.) “We have very 
few fouls in Iilinois. 

“There is no question but that 
there is a great deal of hippo- 
droming and exhibition work in 
wrestling, especially when it is 
not held under supervsion of 
commissions. Without super- 
vision wrestling is lke a city 
without a police force; the parti- 
cipants do just as they please. 
Under a commission, that body is 
responsible for the actions of the 
wrestlers. and to a man of ex- 
perience it is not at all difficult 
to know what they are doing. 

“There has been very little 
wrestling in Chicago, due to the 
fact that we are careful not to let 
anyone wrestle here unless the 
men are well matched. 

“Lewis is not parred in Iii- 
nois, but we do not allow him to 
wrestle here with some of his 
old teammates and that is one 
reason he does not wrestle in 
Chicago, often. 

“Tl noticed in the paper that 
Lewis was defeated by Sonnen- 
berg, recently. I do not know 
Sonnenberg, byt I have heard 
that he is pretty good. But I do 
not know just how tough ie 1s.
